Great Duke, and of con- 
tracting an inviolable Friendſhip with the 
Great Prince, who had eſpouſed the Siſter 
of the deceaſed Electors of Cologn and Ba- 
varia. He was charm'd with the ght of this 
Princeſs, whoſe Beauty rendered her the 
chief Ornament of the Tuſcan Court, and 
whoſe polite and engaging Deportment 
and uncommon Modeſty occaſioned all I- 
taly to look upon and hear of her with 
Admiration.

The Condition of the Counteſs of Rock-

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The Funerals of che deceaſed: Elector 
were ſolemnized in an extraordinary pom- 
p manner, and his Corps was carry*d to 
Torgau the Place appointed for the Burial 
of the Electors of Saxony. Frederick- Au- 
guſtus was preſent at the Ceremonies of the 
Funeral, and ſeem'd more ſenſible of his 
Brother's Loſs than thoſe commonly are to 
whom by Right of W the Supreme 
Power devolves. . 

The new Elector liv'd in perfect Unity 
with the Electreſs his Spouſe; he was ador*d 
by her, and lov*d no other Perſon but her; 
and that Princeſs eſteem'd herſelf the hap- 
pieſt Perſon on Earth.

return him Thanks for his exceſſive Good- 
nefs. Fitztuhm endeavour'd in vain to 
perſuade her to write a Line or two; but 
ſhe excuſed herſelf by ſaying it would look 
much more reſpectful to ſhew her Grati- 
tude to the Elector by Word of Mouth. 
The ſame Evening, that Prince came to 
Supper to the Electreſs his Mother, and 
was met by Mademoiſelle Keſſel. <« Your 
Electoral Higneſs has given me ſo infal-:

She ſpoke the French, 
Tralian and German Languages as well as 
the did the Swedifh ; was not even igno- 
rant of the Latin Tongue, and had a for- 
tunate knack at Poetry; ſhe loved Mufick, 
publick Shews, Grandeur and Diverſions ; 
delineated exquiſitely, was well acquainted: 
with Hiſtory, no leſs with Geography, and 
underſtood all the Fables and Fictions of 
antient Writers : In ſhort, ſhe was Miſtreſs 
of. that, which may properly be called. po- 
lite Literature.

Do you love me (faid ſhe looking on 
* | him 
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him tenderly) and can you leave me 
<. three Days without giving any Aſſu- 
rances of your Love!* The Elector 
related to her the Adventure that happen'd 
at the King's, which Relation, together 
with the Aſſurances he gave her of his 
Love and Fidelity, appeas'd the Countels, 
and renewed her former pleaſant Humour. 
As ſhe was naturally very hot in her Paſſi- 
ons, ſhe fell about his Neck, embraced. 
kiſſed, and addreſſed him often with the 
Appellation of her Dear and Adorable 
Prince. The Elector, who was never 
backward with his Miſtreſſes in Tokens of 
Fendernels, gave the Counteſs moſt lively 
ones. She could not prevail upon herſelt 
to Jet him go, and though he had promis'd 
to ſup with the King of the Romans at the 


HFoufſe of Mademoiſelle Palß his Miſtreſs, 


ſhe obliged him to break his Promiſe and 
to ſup with her. The Elector conſented to 
it, provided ſhe would let him ſpend the 
whole Night with her, which the Lady did 
not refuſe, and he thereupon occupied the 
Place of the Count d. Efterle, who by the 
Advice of the Phyſicians had not lain with 
her for a conſiderable time.

This 
Neoobleman having ſome Buſineſs to conſult | 


with his Lady, went to her Bed-Chamber. 


As the Chamber-door was ſhut he openad 


it ſoftly, and walked along very ſlowly, 


intending to have the Pleaſure of ſurprizing 


her; but he was ſorry to find the Reverſe, 
for he was himſelf greatly ſurprized, when 
approaching. to the Bed, he there ſaw the 
Elector reſting on the Counteſs's Arms, 
and his Head leaning upon her Breaſt, O

- cauſed an inexprefſible Joy in the Princeſs 
of Teſchen, who notwithſtanding the King's 
folemn Proteſtation, was dubious Whether 
ſhe ſhould. ſee him again. The firſt Days 
were wholly employed upon Endearments 
on both ſides. ' But as ſhe ſaw ſeveral Co- 
quets ſtriving to deprive her of the King's 
Heart, and knowing his inconſtant Mind, 
ſhe begun to be uneaſy, and Dreſden at 
- laſt proved quite inſupportable to her, for 
the foreſaw, that ſhe ſhould loſe her Lo- 
ver, if he made any ftay there :- this in- 
duced: her to perſwade- him to return into.

The King upon 


his Arrival at Dreſden was reſolved to drive 


all Melancholy away from his Heart, and 
to that purpoſe frequented Places Where 
Debauchery was practiſed to a great de- 

ree. At one of theſe Converſations, which 


conſiſted at that time only of Men, they. 
happened to diſcourſe about their Miſtreſ- 


ſes. Every one boaſted: of his, and re- 
lated Wonders of her. Mr. Haybm, Mi- 
niſter of State, of the Privy-Council, who 
was preſent there told them, that he had 
no Miſtreſs, but that his Happineſs con-

Her Hair was black, her Breafts 
could not but raiſe any Perſon's Admira- 
tion, her Neck, Hands and Arms were ex- 
treamly graceful ;- her natural Complexion 
was ſeldom feen, but the Paint was com- 
mommonly red and white. Her ſhape 
could not be cgnceived.to- be the perform- 
ance of Nature, and a majeftick Air added 
to the great perfection ſhe had acquired in 

Such was the Perſon of this young: La- 
dy, but her Character was not equal to the 


other Accompliſhments ſhe had quſt Reaſon 


to boaſt of. She was lively and pleaſant in 


ner Repartees, but diſcover'd little ſolid 


Senſe, and leſs Sincerity.. She was of an 
inconſtant Diſpoſition; complaifant. to 
thoſe, who uſed her with the Deference ſhe 
claimed as due to herſelf, and very arro- 
gant in her Deportment to thoſe who re- 
liſted her; ſelfiſh, and nevertheleſs liberal ; 
grateful to her Benefactors, unappeaſeable 
in Wrath, abſolute in her Commands, and 
not always deſirous of Things conformable 
to the ſtrict Rules of Juſtice.

That Prince intended by 
diſtributiag Favours to acquire à larger 
number of Creatures, but thoſe” Favours 
ſerved only to. eſtabliſh the Power of his 
Miſtreſs, who, notwithſtanding the great 
Diſcernment of Frederick- Auguſtus, was the 
ſole Judge of the Merit. of thoſe Perſons, 
who received any. Thus did the Subject, 
who was diſtinguiſhed by ſome new Dig- 
nity, or heap'd with the Sovereign's Boun- 
ty, attribute his Happineſs only to Madame 
Hoybm, Notwithſtanding the DES OE. 
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ed for her Deſtruction, notwithſtanding

the Hatred of the Miniſters, did ſhe ſup: 
port herſelf in his Favour during the ſpace 
of nine Years; and may be faid to have 
ſeen Poland and Saxony proftrate at her

Madame de Hoybm could, beſides her 


other Qualifications, boaſt of an eminent 


Birth; the, was born in the Dutchy of Hol- 
ſtem, and had followed the Princeſs of - 


Holſtein- Ploen to Wolfenbuttel, when. that 


Princeſs was given in Marriage to the he- 
reditary Prince of Brunſwick - Wolfenbut- 
tel; this was the Court at which Mr. 
Hoybm's Marriage was celebrated. This 
Gentleman was for a long time in ſearch 
after a Wife: he was unwilling, tho' him- 
ſelf a Native of Saxony, to marry a Saxon 
Lady; he thought them too much inclined 
to Coquetry and too expenſive ; was deſi- 
rous of a beautiful, prüden Wife and one 
noted for Oeconomy. One of his Friends, 
who was juſt returned from the Court of 
Wolfenbuttel, acquainted him that all thoſe 
excellent Qualities were to be met with in 
Mademoiſelle Brouc hſtorſf, Maid of Ho- 
nour to the Princeſs hereditary of Wolten- 
buttel.

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The Convocation of Dreſden being in 
due time aſſembled, Mr. Hoybm and his 
Spouſe appeared there by Proxy, deſiring 
the Diſſolution of their Marriage. Their 
Inducetnents for this Petition ſeemed juſt 
and reaſonable to the Aſſembly of Divines, 
who declared their Marriage diſſolved, per- 
mitting both Parties to marry again. The 
King confirmed the Sentence, which was 
the ſame day poſted upon all the Church- 
Doors. __ 

Madame Hoyhm changed her Huſband's 
Name, and took the denomination of Ma- 
dame Coſel. As her Ambition was very 
great, ſhe defired to be diſtinguiſned by 
ſome Title; and the King procured her by 
ſeveral Intreaties with the Emperor that of 
Counteſs of the Empire.

finely embroidered. In ſhort, all the Fur- 
niture ſhewed fo exquiſite and uncommon 
a Taſte in the Buyer, that every thing in 
the Palace might ſerve for a Model to 
Others. 

Madame C ofel now jy her Favour e- 
ſtabliſned, and the better to ſecure it ſhe 
thought proper to remove thoſe from. the 
King's Perſon, whom ſhe ſuſpected to op- 
poſe her Intereſt. The Chancellor Beich- 
ling was the firſt Victim ſacrificed to her 
arrefiſtible Ambition of reigning. 

He had made too liberal an uſe of his

After the Chancellor's Diſgrace Mr. Fitz- 
tubm was the only Favourite, or rather the 
only Confident of the King's Amours. This 
Favourite was of a large Size, had a fine- 
Shape, and an amiable Aſpect z his De- 
portment was in every reſpect ſuch, as be- 
came a Perſon of Quality; he was com- 
laiſant, ſupple, affable, and truly honeſt. 
He reſpected the King as his Maſter, and 
loved him as his Friend. The Prince of 
Furſtemberg and the Field-Marſhal Count: 
Flemming were looked upon as Fayourites, 
but all thoſe whom their private Affairs 
or Favour at Court induced tg approach 
the King, could ſcarce gain Admittance, 
without being very ſubmiſſive to Madame 
Coſel.

* ſon happening to know you may put an 
End to your Days.“ The King anſwered 
her in Jeſt, That he ſhould: think thoſe. 
Fears pardonable in any other Perſon, Bec 
e . could 
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could not excuſe them in her. Alas! Sir, 
> © (replied ſhe fixing her Eyes tenderly up- 
on him) have we not the liberty. of being 
intrepid or fearful of a Danger approach- 
ing the Object of our Love? The 
King made endearing Anſwers to thoſe 
Tokens of Tender neſs; but was very much 
diſordered at a whimfical deſire of Madame 
Coſel to accompany him in nis nocturnal 
Journey. Suffer me, Sir, (ſaid ſhe.) to 
follow and guard you; if any one dares 
to make any Attempt upon your Per- 
© ſon, Rantzau and J may defend you; 
* for before you ſhall be offended, I will 
6. loſe my Life.“ The King was touch'd 
with all the Tokens of Love he received 
from his Miſtreſs, repented of having un- 
derraken -to deceive her, and. was. tempted 
to acknowledge the Truth, but thought 
ſuch an Acknowledgment would only afflict 
her, he judg'd it moſt proper to conceal it; 
begg*d ſhe would not follow aim, telliug 
her, he would rather diſengage the. Confe- 
rence, than. expoſe her to the Hazard of 
ſo fatal an Adventure. Madame Ce/el ſub- 
mitted to his Deſire, .ſhe not having yet 
acquired that Abſolute - Power, which ſhe 
has ſince been ſeen to make uſe of 
The impatiently expected Night at laſt 
approached, the King diſguiſed himſelf as 
well as poſſible, took Mr. Rantzau *

him, and went on foot to-Duvai*'s Houſe. 
They defired- a private Room, and fome- 

time afterwards Mr. Raugau, one of their 
beſt Cuſtomers, ſent for the young Hepri-.

the young Perſon, who had only ſeen the 
King go by, and. could not expect a Viſit 
from him, was eaſily deceived. In the 
mean while they converſed>. together for 
ſome time, the King, entertained her with 
his uſual pleaſant Diſcourſes, and ſhe look'd 
at him more attentively.

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which the King is diſtinguiſhed by; but 
I doubt whether you can boaſt of ſo ten- 
der a Heart, as his is ſaid to be, which 
can only charm me.

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more to the King's Humour, and removed 
the. Doubts ſhe was before perplexed with. 
The King triumphed over her Shame ; but 
the ſhed numberleſs Tears, and no Virgi- 
nity was ever loſt with more Sighs and 
Regret. The two Lovers aſſured each 
other frequently of their mutual Love, and 
the Aſſurances of both Parties were made 
in a very different manner. 

The Night was almoſt paſt before the 
King retired. Before he left his dear Hen- 
rietta he begg'd her Conſent to keep their 
Amour ſecret. He promis'd to viſit her 


frequently, and agreed, that ſhe ſhould. 
vilit him in a Man's Dreſs, and Mr, Rant. 


zau ſhould conduct her to him. 
When the King was going home with 
his Confident, he met with an Adventure, 


which almoſt diſcover*d this whole Intrigue, 


A, Gentleman of the Life-Guard was deſpe- 
rately in Love with Henrietta, intending to 
be marry'd to her. He had been two days 
out. of her Company, when told by a Ser- 
vant, Henrietta had ſpent the two laſt Nights 
with Mr. Rantzau and another Officer.

to go and return an Anſwer to a Meſſage 
his Majeſty had charged him with. *©* By 
no means (cried the other) you ſhall not 

« eſcape me: be ready for your own Pe- 
© fence. You have deprived me of my 


« Miſtreſs, and I will in return occaſion the 


_ © loſs of your Life or mine.“ The King 
ſuffer'd them to fight, whilſt the other 
Perſon remained a Spectator like him; but 
when he ſaw him run to his Comrade's AE 
ſiſtance to kill Rantzau, he ran to the lat- 
ter's Succour with Sword in hand, and aſ- 
ſaulting the ſecond Lifeguard-man, gave 
him fo violent a Blow that he dropp'd his 
Sword. Whilſt he was taking it up again, 
a Coach paſſed attended by Servants with 
Flambeaus. The diſarmed Soldier knew 
the King, called out to his Brother to de- 
fiſt, throwing himſelf at the King's Feet; 
-< Sir (ſaid he) I have deſerved Death, and 
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ſhould be too happy, was I to receive it 
from your hands. I deſire no Favour, 
becauſe I acknowledge my Crime is un- 
pardonable --- You are miſtaken (replied 
the King) with me all Faults are pardon- 
able, provided they were not perpetrated 
with an evil Deſign. I excuſe that which 
you have juſt now commitred,'being per- 
ſwaded you did not intend to offend me, 
but enjoin ye both, to make ſome Ex- 
cuſe to Rantzau for having aſſaulted him, 
and uſe him for the future with the Re- 
ſpect due to him from your hands.“ He

gave them a ſlight Reproof for offending 


a Perſon they were not acquainted with, 
deſired they would be more conſiderate for 
the future, and forbid them under the Pe- 


nalty of incurring his Diſpleaſure, to make 


any further mention of this Adventure, or 
to let any-body know they met him. The 
next morning the two Soldiers thought 
their Ruin inevitable, applied to Mr. Rant- 
zau, and after aſking his Pardon for their 
late Offence, begg'd he would obtain leave 
for them to depart, not being able to be-

Hereupon they were admitted to kiſs his 


hand, and after they were gone, the King 
ſent to each a Preſent of an hundred Ducats. 


In the mean while Madame Coſel eaſily 
perceived the Ardency of the King's Paſ- 
ſion to be much diminiſh'd. She doubtetl 
not but ſome Miſtreſs caus'd an Alteration 
in his Heart, but whatever pains ſhe gave 
herſelf could not diſcover the Perſon. Afﬀ- 
ter many uſeleſs Enquiries ſhe was informed 
by one of the King's Valets de Chambre, 
that the King paſſed many-Hours with a 


young Man, who by his great Beauty, and 


the myſterious method by which he was in- 
troduced to the King, gave him reaſon ro 
think the Perſon might perhaps be a diſ- 
guis'd Woman.

in a lively and ſorrowful manner. The 
King ſurprized to find her fo well acquaint- 
ed with his Intrigue, aſſured her in a ſeem- 
ingly ſincere manner, no greater Falſhood 
was ever invented. He told her the pre- 
tended Woman, mentioned to her, was 
- Nephew to Brebendofski Governor of Culm, 
that That Nobleman had ſent him to give 
Notice of the meaſures taken by the Poliſh 
Rebels; that he had indeed detained him 
for ſome time in his Chamber, but no 
longer than was requiſite for an Anſwer to 
the Governor; ſince that time he had never 
ſeen the young Gentleman, and if the Per- 


ſon had been a diigus'd Woman, to *

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he had been amorouſly inclined, it would 
not have been impracticable to find her 
again : but to all outward appearance the 
Perſons who reported theſe Falſities to her, 
intended to fupply her with Arms for her

Counteſs, vexed to ſee him perſevere ſo

However inſolent this Rage of the Coun- 


teſs was, the King pitied her; endeavoured 
to appeaſe her Anger, and did not leave 
her till very late. He was conſidering of 
the means by which he might extirpate this 


Miſtreſs's Jealouſy, when an unexpected 


Courier brought him Advice the Swedes 
were advancing in great Haſte towards 


Warſaw. Other Cares employed his Mind 


at this time, and he found no other way 
M left, 
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left, than to take to his Flight, the Poland- 
ers being ſo imprudent as to prefer the 
Yoke Charles XI. was going to imroſe on 
them to the pleaſant and kappy Reign of 
Frederick- Auguſius, forſook him; and thoſe 
few who remained loyal to their King wee 
mcapable of keeping him upon the Throne, 
and ever unwilling to conſent to his ſend- 

ing for his Army from Saxony to his A\- 
fiſtance. This magnanimous Prince found 
only Refuge in himſelf; he ated as the 
molt refined Pglitician, when he endea- 

voured to ſtop the Progreſs of his Enemy, 
retired to Cracaw, there aſſembled a Body 
of Soldiers, and ſent for the Saxons ; and 


when he ſaw himſelf able to compare his 


Forces to thoſe of the implacable Charles, 
he marched on to encounter him, reſolved 
co hazard all, and leave it to the deciſion 
of a Battle. But before he placed himſelf | 
at the Head of his Army he fent Madame 
Coſel back into Saxony. This Departure 
was very tender on both Sides, and never- 
_ theleſs exempt of any Weakneſs. Madame 
Cofel conjured the King to conſent to her

and as the Pleaſure of ſeeing you again 
« will be the firſt Prize I ſhall gain by the, 
Victory, I dare promiſe myſelf to enjoy 
cit.“ The Counteſs not daring to inſiſt on 
her Demand any longer, conſented to de- 
part: but as thoſe Suſpicions, which were 
firſt founded atWarſaw, were ſtill inherent 
in her Mind, ſhe made uſe of thoſe tender 
moments which preceded her Departure in 
aſking the King whether ſhe had any guſt. 
Cauſe for thoſe Doubts. The King, who 
no lenger thought of Henrietta, whom he 
had left at Warſaw, confefled the whole 
Adventure. Madame Coſel ſeemed not in 
the leaſt diſpleas'd, but her Heart was very 
much reve at it, and ſhe fully reſolved to 
ſaccifice Rantzau to her Vengeance. Ma, 
At length ſhe departed for Dreſden, 
where ſhe may be truly ſaid to have had a 
greater Command than the Prince of Fu- 
ſtemberg, who was in the mean while Stadt- 
holder or Vice-King of Saxony. The King 
continued his March towards Charles the 
_ Twelfth's Army. Theſe two Monarchs | 
met in the Plain of Cliſſau. The Battle 
4.2 M. 2 begun, 
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begun, and both exerted an extraordina 
Valour, but Charles at laſt prevailed by 
the Number of his Troops, and carried a 
compleat Victory. Frederick-Auguſtus re- 


tired to Cracaw, but the Conqueror pur 


ſued him, and he flew from that Place to 
Lublin, where he aſſiſted at a Diet, which 
however came to no particular Reſolution.

During the forty Days in which ſhe kept 
her Bed, the King paſſed his time at her 
Bed- ſide, and took all poſſible care to 
44 pleaſe 
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pleaſe her. One day, as they were diſ- 
cour ſing together, Mr. Boſe, Miniſter and 
Secretary of State, brought the King Word 
that he had receiv'd a certain Meſſage with 
a Letter, which came from Warſaw, and 
which he preſented to the King. The King, 


when he opened the Letter, bluſn'd, and 
was in great Diſorder, Madame 5 7 de- 
ſired to know the Subject of it, and to ſee 
it herſelf, but he refuſed to ſhew it her. 
This rais'd Madame Coſel's Curioſity, ſne 
leap'd out of Bed, and pull'd it by force 
out of his hand. She ſhewed the King 
and Mr. Boſe on that Occaſion what no 
modeſt Woman would have ſhewn her Hus- 
band without many Perſwaſions. She found 
that the Letter came from. Henrietta, who 
acquainted the King that ſhe was delivered: 
of a Diughter, and deſired to know his 
Pleaſure concerning the Child. Let her 
« drown. it, (Gied Madame Coſe!) and 
* would to God it was in my power to- 
drown the Mother too! The King. 
laugh'd heartily at this impertinent Sally, 
but Madame Coe conſidered of the mat- 
ter ſeriouſly, and told him, that if he made 
any Anſwer to that Creature, or acknow- 
ledged the Child of which ſhe ſaid ſhe was:

Knight of the Order of Malta to Dreſden, 
in ſearch after a Lady of Fortune The 
two Brothers directly made their Addreſſes 
to Madame Coſel; this they thought would 
be the moſt proper means to accompliſh 
their Point, for ſhe had the chief Diſpoſal 
of Honours and Royal Favours. She ad- 
mitted them as Gentlemen of the King's 
Bed-Chamber. Whilſt ſhe was alone at

walk'd by himſelf. The Gueſt was con- 
ducted into the Hall, where the Queen

Quality at Court. Madame Co ſel Was not 


pteſent there, the King being unwilling ſo 
far to mortify the Queen, as to oblige her

of Denmark, after having for ſome time 
converſed with the Queen and Prince- 
Royal of Poland, went with his Majeſty to 
the Apartment intended for his Uſe, and 
from thence the two Monarchs went to 
Madame Coſel. They remained with her 
till they were called to Supper, which was 
certainly very ſplendid, and where none 
of thoſe grand Ceremonies commonly uſed 
on the like Occaſtons were omitted. The 
King of Denmark fate between- the King 
and Queen.

Among the Ladies, 
that ſurrounded the Table, appeared Ma- 
dame Coſel ſhining with Jewels of all kinds. 
The King of Denmark was unwilling to 
fee her ſtand, and deſired his Majeſty to 
permit her to ſit down: A Chair was di- 


rectly reach'd her, which diſpleaſed all the 


other Ladies, and kept them in a diſagree- 
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The follow ing Days were ſpent in En. 
tertainments and Feaſts, and the forty 
Days of his Daniſh Majeſty's Stay at Drei- 


den were all ſignalized by ſome new Di- 


verſion, whoſe - wondrous Magnificence | 
both ſurprized and delighted. them. Ma- 
dame Coſel was the principal - Object of 
theſe Feaſts; every one, even the two 


Monarchs, honoured her by wearing her 


Coat of Arms every-where. No King's 
Miſtreſs was ever diſtinguiſhed by more 
fplendid Honours. 

The two Kings went to Lichtenberg to 
viſit his Royal Highneſs. From thence 
they departed for Pretſch, where they 
were magnificently treated by 3 
They departed from this Palace for Potz- 
dam, to pay a Viſit to Frederick I. King 
of Pruſfia, who by the Reception he gave 
them, deſervedly maintained the Sir-name 


of Magnificent, which he had before ac- 


quired. Both Monarchs were equally gal- 
lant in reſpect to the Ladies of the Pruſ- 


ſian Court; and tho' his Daniſh Majeſty 


could not boaſt of ſo fine an Aſpect as 
Frederisł- Auguſtus, yet was he equally fond 
of the Fair Sex, and ſeldom without a 
Miſtreſs. The Pruſſian Court was adorned 
with a vaſt number of beautiful Ladies, 
-but they had not that gallant Diſpoſition 
-innate to thoſe of Saxony, and appeared 

very 
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very diſagreeable to the two Kings. The 


Counteſs of Wartenberg, Wife of the Great 


Chamberlain, and Prime Miniſter to his 


Pruſſian Majeſty, thought her Charms ſuf- 


ficient to enflave the King of Poland; and 
for that purpoſe made bold and indecent

excepted, and as her Converſation favour'd 


too much of the meannefs of her Extracti- 


on , the King could not be pleaſed with 
her. He knew that Lord Rabbi 8, the 


Britiſh, Ambaſſador was her Lover ; for 


which Reaſon, when Fitztubm took notice 


of the Counteſs's inceſſant Endeavours to 


-pleaſe him, he anſwered that Favourite, 
that whatever Pains ſhe took, ſhe ſhould: 
not be able to ſet him at Variance with the 
Maritime Powers. The Counteſs was in 


Deſpair, when anſwered ſo coldly by the 
King ; as ſhe was the moſt vain and moſt 


Prejudiced in her own Favour, . of all other 


Women, ſhe was almoſt certain, that ſhe 
ſhould not fail of her Conqueſt, and that 


the King's amorous Heart, could not eſcape 
her victorious Charms. She was in con- 
ſtant and careful ſearch after Opportunities

voided them as carefully. Fortune was. at 


laſt inclined to favour the Counteſs. The 


King of Poland's chief Deſign in viſitin 

the Pruſſian Court was to perſwade Frede- 
rick I. to lend him ſome Aſſiſtance towards 
his Re- acceſſion to the Throne of Poland: 

Thoſe Times happen'd luckily to be fa- 
vourable to his Deſign. Charles XII. of 
Sweden was involved in great Troubles in 
Muſcovy, and conquered by the Czar, 
without any extraordinary means.

King of Pruſſia to declare himſelf in his 
Intereſt, the Recovery of his Crown was 
not impracticable. But the Pruſſian Mini- 
ſters ſeem'd little inclined, ar rather averſe 
to interpoſe in the civil Broils of other 
Nations; the King knew, that by gaining 
Count Martenberg's Intereſt, who was abſo- 
lute Regent of his Maſter, he could not 
fail of that of his Pruſſian Majeſty ; and 
as he was not ignorant of that Miniſter's 


vaſt Fondneſs for his Wife, he thought it 


moſt proper to obtain her Favour firſt, In 


order thereto he was obliged to viſit her, 


which he could ſcarce prevail upon himſelf 
to do; but the Neceſſity of his Affairs 
required it. He ſent Mr. Filz!ubm to ac- 
quaint her, that * ſhould pay her a 1 0

ſale with her about Affairs of Importance; 


he deſired ſhe would be alone. The Coun- 
teſs took particular Care not to diſpleaſe 


him by inviting others. He found her on:

the Windows. Her Deſhabille was of Green 
Silk enriched with Silver; and ſhe had un- 
der pretence of the Heat of the Weather, 
laid open her Arms and Breaſts, which 
were really very beautiful. She directly: 


made Excuſes to the King, for receiving. 
him upon a Couch; and told him, thar 


the Honour-of hearing his Commands was 


the only. Cauſe of her riſing that Day, 


ſince ſhe was perplexed. with a violent 
Head-Ach. The King told her, that he 


was very ſorry his Viſit ſhould put her to 


any Inconvenience, that he would not abuſe - 


the Regard ſhe teſtified for him, but. tell 


her 1n few Words the Occaſion of his com- 
ing there. He then informed: her of his 
Intentions, and deſired ſhe would perſwade 


her Raſband to induce the King of Pruſſia 


to ſecond his Views. The Counteſs pro- 


mis'd to do whatever he deſired, and ac- 
companied her Anſwer with ſo many Pro- 


teſtations of Tenderneſs, that, en. Fre. 
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derick- Auguſtus was never ſcrupulous in Af. 
fairs of this kind, yet was he higly diſpleasꝰd 
at them. The Situation of his Affairs 
obliged him however to have ſome Regard 
to her amorous Expreſſions, anſwered her 
in his uſual polite manner, being always 
reſerved, when ſne endeavoured to draw 
kim into an Amour. The Counteſs ab- 
ſolutely refolved to reap ſome Benefit of 


that Converſation, fell about his Neck, 


and preſſing him in her Ams, pull'd him 
upon the Bed with her. His Majeſty, in- 
ſtead of being in the leaſt enamoured with 
her, deſpiſed her, and was at a loſs how to 
diſengage himſelf from this Adventure, 
when Lord Rabbi the Britannick Ambaſſa- 


dor happened fortunately to come and de- 
liver him from his Treuble. Tho' the 


Counteſs. had given ſtrict Orders to her 
Servants not to admit any-body whilſt his 
Poliſh Majefty was with her; yet did. 
they little think that a Perſon of ſuch Diſ- 
tinction as that Ambaſſador, who had ne- 
ver been refus'd Admittance before, was 
excepted from ſuch an Order ; wheretore 
they not only admitted, but forgot to tell

the King in Madame Wartenberg's Arms, 


in Reſpect to his Majeſty, was about to 


retire, but the King called out to him;

Return informed of the final and total Mi 
Defeat of Charles XII. near Pultowa, and 
finding that none of his Enemies were in 
a Condition to oppoſe hun, he reſolved to 
attempt his Re. acceſſion to the Throne of 
Poland.

ſions, and reciprocal Aſſurances of an ever- 


laſting Affection. The King having, ſent 
for La Haye, gave him the ſame Orders 
which Montargon received before, enjoining 
both to be very expeditious. 


The two Ambaſſadors prepared them: 


ſelves with all poſſible Expedition, in order 
to ſet out on their Embaſſy, They met 
Madame Coſel at a ſmall Town called Wi-

The Counteſs of Denboff had one more-

The new Favourite loft her Father at 
the Beginning of her Proſperity. This 
Nobleman, the moſt magnificent and moſt 
amiable Perſon Poland ever produced, left 
the Affairs of his Family in great Diſor- 
der; but the Counteſs of Nenhof reſtored 
their former Wealth in a little time. She 
induced the King to confer the Effects of 
his Munificence on her Mother, Brother, 
and Siſter; theſe Preſents might juſtly be 
called a Shower of Gold, and Bielinstis 
Family became ſoon afterwards poſſeſſed 
of more Wealth, than it could ever boaſt 
of before.

Whilſt the Flames of the King's Love 
were ſparkling in his Heart at the Saxon 
Court, the Count Flemming concluded the 
Treaty of Marriage at Vienna between the. 
Prince-Royal, only Son of Frederick - Au- 
guſtus, and the Archdutcheſs Maria-Foſeph- 
ina, eldeſt Daughter of the late Emperor 
Joſepb. The Electoral Prince of Bavaria, 
at preſent Elector, was his Rival, but the 
Emperor gave the Preference to the Prince 
of Saxony, by Virtue of a Contract the 
deceaſed Emperor his Brother had formerly 
made with the King of Poland. The E- 
lectoral Princeſs was received with ſuch ex- 
traordinary Grandeur at Dreſden, I max 
truly ſay, all the Ceremonies were wonder 
ful, no King however magnificent could: 
| boaſt of Inventions equal to thoſe of Frede- 
rick-Auguſius ; for he was. himſelf the ſole 
Contriver of all the Feaſts, which were in 
numerable, and ſo diverſified, not in the 
leaſt reſembling; each other; the Expences 
amounting to four thouſand Dollars.
